Citizens cf Seceded Stales, in order to 
receive intents for inventions, must take 
the oaili prescribed by law acknowladgiug 
their allegiance to tbe United Suites. 

The following important letter w;:s writ- 
ten yesterday by the Secretary of Suite: 
WAsniMGTox, May lfi. 

Stu: — I received your letter ol yester- 
day's date asking me to give you iu writing 
my rcusors for considering ttu accep- 
tance on your pin ol Governor Letch- 
er'* proposition to purpose the steam- 
ships Yurktown and Jamfeatowu re- 
cently aair.eri by bis order* and now 
in his possession, an act of treason. With 
this request I readily comply. An intur- 
rtetion has broken out in seversl States of 
this Union, including Virginia, designed to 
overthrow the Government of the United 
State*. The executive authorities ot the 
State are parties to that itisurrecitOu and 
so are public cncniic*. 

Their action iu seizing or buying Yea-els 
to be employed iu the execution of that 
de'-ision, is not merely without authority 
of law, but is treason. It is treason for 
any person to give aid or comfort to public 
enemies, to aell veasel- to them a bichit 
ia their purj>o* • to use as ships of war, is 
to give them a d and comfort. To receive 
money from them iu payment for vessel* 
which thay have seiaad for these purp 
would lx- to convart the unlawful sa sure 
into a *a!e, and would subject the party 
c trending to tbe peine and prnslties <if 
t: cason, and the Government would not 
hesitate to bring the offender to punish- 
ment.

A lead mtinutactorv belonging to Jobn 
Dean, was taken ix»s»>-ssion of, and some 
four hundred pig.- of lend seized. On the 
return trip, the troops dispersed u compa- 
ny of eaiulry at Desoto, captured thirty 
horse* which were loft behind in their 
flight, and hoisted the stars and stripes on 
the pole just raised to receive a secession 

fl*C- , . 

A prominent Secessionist has been ar- 
rested here, and still another at Victoria, 
making twelve iu all who arc now iu the 
Areenal. 

Thirteen American families arrived here 
l3st n ght, having been driven from ditl’er- 
ent tow.r* on the Pacific Railroad for sup- 
porting tlie Unit n. 

Gen. Price issued orders instructing 
Brigntiier Generals to immediately organ- 
ize the militia in their retpoctive districts, 
and hold them in rcadiuess for active ser- 
vice. Officer* and soldiers are enjoined to 
afford all proteeti n in their power to the 
person and property of all eitiz 11 s in the

—Harper’s Ferry. 

NV« learn from Col. Symtnea, who went 
as Adjutant in Clanton Duncan ’6 regiment 
that the “boys” who were on Maryland 
Height*, opposite Harper's Ferry, on Sun- 
day evening were all well and in good 
spirits.

No visitor to Harper's Ferry can well 
fail to have his attention challenged by tbe 
a;>j>*arance of the Kontueky regiment*, not 
less by the greater frequency with which 
it* uniform is seen over any other than by 
tbe striking appearance of the stalwart 
and keen-eyed men composing it. 

Better material for good toldiers, it 
would *eem at a glance, could not be de- 
sired. Tbe men were generally above the 
ordinary height, 6tontly framed, and wore 
upon tbeir countenances an expression of 
ready intelligence and of resolution which 
conveyed a promise of deeds of heroism 
whenever the hour of action shall come. 
The majority of them, os I learned from 
oneot it* intelligent members, are from 
the counties of fr'estem Kentucky, a con- 
siderable portion of the remainder hailing 
from Louisville.
